My Dear Friends of St. Barnabas :— 

We greet you on this Glad Easter Day! We hope that 
every high and Holy Spiritual Blessing may descend upon 
you on this Happy Master Morning. 

It is now two years since a Directory was Issued. If 
there are mistakes in this, overlook it. None of us can 
claim perfection. But there will not be an intentional 
mistake. Any mistake may be as much the fault of others 
as of the one who gets out the Directory; for it is very 
difficult to keep up wilh all the changes of residence that 
constantly go on, unless people take the trouble to write 
it down and hand it to us. We want every one's name to 
Bo into the Directory if they desire it there. 

We need a Better, Bigger and more Blessed St. Barna- 
bas. The way to bring that about is for each one to be- 
come Better, Bigger and more Blessed. The chain is no 
stronger than its weakest link. A parish is composed of 
individuals. If the Parish is fine and noble it is because 
the people who make up the Parish are all that. The cry 
on all sides to-day is for Quality of life more than Quan- 
tity. We may do something to improve conditions, but 
that does not mean that life itself is going to be steadily 
improved. ‘The way to make a Better, Bigger and more 
blessed Parish is for all to go to work, all work all the 
time, all work together all the time with God, Such a 
condition as that would work a woudorful transformation 
in the individual, the Parish and the Community in which 
the Parish is located. Don’t find fault, except wih your- 
self. Don't criticise just to complain, Don’t think that, 
your way is the only one. One of the Preachers this Lent 
gaid, when a mule is kicking, it is a sure sign that he fs 
not pulling. Don't make your own personal feelings a 
condition of working with God. It is more important for 
us to be on God’s side than for God to be on our side. A 
lot of Episcopalians need to be Converted, for they seem 
to have lost interest in Church Attendance and In the cul- 
tivation of the Grace of God within them, Every Chris- 
tian man and woman ought to feel below par at the celosa 
of Sunday if they have failed to be present in the House 
of the Lord on the Lord’s Day to acknowledge the source 
of "Every good and perfect gitt.” Rest assured that as 
Christians we are not making our calling and election 
sure if we neglect the Worship of God on Sundays. All 
the things that tend to divert us, the things we feel are 
fine and pleasant, would not have been ours to enjoy to- 
day had it not been for the ones gone before,

Ав you can see, the loose money on the Alms Basing the 
first Sunday of the month is very meager, All our people 
take Envelopes. or should do so, but all the money for 
The Poor of the Parish is what is put on the Alms Basin 
the first Sunday of each month. One sool family always 
remembers to put a dollar on the Basin the first Sunday, 
but with that generous gift we average only about $5.00 
per month. That is not nearly enough to meet the needs 
of the Parish. I wish that our people could keep In mind 
the Loose Offering on the first Sunday of each month, and 
remember that the poor we have always with us, With & 
little thought about this matter, we might increase this 
amount considerably; and it needs sorely to he Increased, 
if your Reetor is to do this important work as your Al- 
monor. ы 


ENVELOPES 


We atill need to emphasize the importance of each per- 
son interested in the good work of the Parish taking En- 
velopes, Not what we have left over, but the “First fruits 
of our increase” should be set aside for the Lord and His 
work, Giving to the material support of the Chureh of the 
Living God, shoud be Just as much a part of one's Chris- 
tan life as Prayer, Praise, Worship aud coming to the 
Holy Communion, Tf anything is true in this matter of 
giving this-is true: —"There is he that scattereth and yet 
Increaseth, and there is he that withholdeth and yet it 
tendeth to poverty." We pretsich the Glorious Gospel that 
people can be rich without money, but a Church cannot 
pay its Bills unless the people give that money. Let each 
member of the Congregation take Envelopes and give gen- 
erously to the support of the Parish. If you value the 
Things of True Worth, you will not ask How Tittle but 
How Much you can give to the Church. 

We trust that the Coal Envelope to be turned in on the 
first Sunday of each month, a new departure. will be kept 
in mind by our' people. But five or ten cents in the En- 
velope will not raise the money needed for Coal. This ia 
an expensive item of Expense in this Parish; for it takes 
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a lot of Coal to keop the Buildings warm iu the cold wea- 
ther. An account is kept of the amount each one given 
month by month in the Coal Envelope and the ones who 
eave as much through the Coal Books will not he ap- 
proached on the matter at the end of the yea r. But |f the 
amount. needed. is not enough to pay for the € onl, then an 
effort should be made so that the ones who rive very little 
wil he approached to add to what they put in the Ур. 
velope. That can be the only way fo raise the needec 
money for the Coal.

secured a gift from one of the Diocesan Societies to the 
amount of $500.00. But this must be the final payment. 
It is sure, only it must be the final ‘mount on the total 
cost. So you see that we still need $600.00 if we are to 
finish the Repairs. Which means that w 
raise $600.00 in Some way, We hope that everybody will 
be ready to work in a Fair of Some kind In the Wall 80 
that we can raise the remaining $600.00 and put th Base- 
ment into an attractive and unusable condiion. The Veg- 
iry and the Rector feel that too Many people are finding 
fault that the Basement is not put into shape for the use 
of the boys and girls but these same people are not doing 
much about giving to make it possible. This is a matter 
that should concern every person really interested in the 
good work of the Parish and not just a part of the people. 
Don't find fault with the Vestry and Rector because this 
work is not done, but come forth with some constructive 
plan for completing the work, which means giving toward 
the object or helping to do somethinz fo raise the amount 
of money needed, When the Basement is finally finished, 
ti will be an attractive place and most useful, but It is not 
poing to get people to Heaven; people don't ro that way. 
We go to heaven by doing God's will and walking in Tis 
Commandmtnts, and by attending the means of Grace 
provided for fitting us not for some far-off land of Bliss, 
but for a fine, real heaven in our hearts here and now, as 
a preparation for the “Тапа of Pure Delight" hereafter.
